I have overthrown some of 
you, as God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah, and ye were 
as a firebrand plucked out of the burning: yet have ye not 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. Therefore thus will I do 
unto thee, O Israel: and because I will do this unto thee, pre- 
pare to meet. thy God, O Israel.”

Now notice ‘this: “Because I 
will do this unto thee, prepare to 
meet thy God, O Israel.” Prepare 


‘to meet God! God said it here to 


Israel; but the message comes 
down to all of us alike, for the 
application of the Scriptures is to 
every living soul. Prepare to meet 
thy God! I wonder how many to- 
day are prepared to meet God. 


I God Is Angry 

Let us consider, first, the fact 
that God is angry. God is angry 
with unconverted, sinful people. 
In this Scripture I have just read, 
God plainly said, ‘I have sent 
trouble. after. trouble .upon.-you. I 
have warned you and warned you, 
and I am angry with you.’ The 
Bible makes it quite clear that 
God is angry with unconverted 
sinners. I know God loves sinners, 
too; but notice this Scripture 
verse in Psalm 7:11: “God is 


angry with the wicked every day.” 
Look at it again: “God is angry 
with the wicked every day.” 

In John, the third chapter—the 
same chapter that has the blessed 
verse of John 3:16—verse 36 says, 
“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” The anger of God stays 
on the unbeliever all the time. 
That is what God says in this 
same third chapter of John. The 
anger of God, the wrath of God, 
stays on the unbeliever all the 
time. > oreer eee

into our homes and calling them 
out. In the recognition of that 
right we are recognizing that the 
government has a right to demand 
our lives; for that is exactly what 
it means when a young man is 
called ‘into the service of the 
United States Army and puts on 
the uniform. The government has 
made a call for his life if need be. 
We say the government has that 
right—and I might say here that 
if the government has that right, 
it also has the right, to demand 
of John L. Lewis and his crowd 
that “you stay in those coal 
mines.” Nobody has the right and 
no group of men have a right to 
hold out and to endanger the de- 
fense program of the United 
States for any cause whatsoever, 
and it is time for the American 
citizenship to say so. Our boys 
are being inducted into the army 
at $50 per month, and it is time 
to say to the whole crowd, “Stay 
on the job and see this thing 
through.” Yes, the government 
has the priority claim upon all 
that we have. Why? Because 
the government guarantees the 
protection of our lives, and it is 
the only protection of our lives, 
our homes and our possessions. 
For that reason we recognize 
priority of the government’s claim 
upon ourselves, our time, our 
money, our lives and our all. 

But if the government has that 
right, I raise this question: How 
much greater right has God to the 
first claim upon our all? For how 
much more do we owe to God than 
to the government of the United 
States? How much more depend- 
ent are we upon Him than any 
people was ever dependent upon 
any government. God has a greater 
right to a priority claim upon me 
and my all than my government 
ever will or ever could have. 


God Has Our First Claim by 
Creation 

Listen to the word of God, “It 
is He that hath. made us, and not 
we ourselves.” As the creator 
certainly, He has the right for 
first claim ‘upon His creatures. 
When men refuse to worship and 
to serve God, they deny the right 
of the Creator to their allegiance, 
their love and their worship. When 
unsaved people turn their backs 
on God, and refuse the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour they. are 
denying that He has any claim 
on them; denying God’s right to 
rule over His creatures; denying 
that God has a right to expect 
their love, their loyalty, their 
affections, and their allegiance. 
When an unsaved man dares to 
shut God out of his life he. sets 
himself up as a rebel against God 
and says, as the Pharisee did in 
the days of Christ, “We will not 
have this man to rule over us.” 
We are His creatures—we are His 
by right of creation. 

Also let me say that when a 
Christian refuses to recognize— 
will you hear it—when a Christian 
refuses to recognize his steward- 
ship of his life, of his time, of his 
possessions, of his talents, he is 
refusing to recognize God’s right 
to make any claim on him. He 
has said, “I don’t owe God any- 
thing.” I will go further than 
that, at the -risk of becoming un- 
popular with some people, and say 
that when a Christian refuses to 
tithe, he refuses to acknowledge 
God’s ownership of his possessions. 
You may say that is putting it 
pretty strongly. But I say that 
the only way I can acknowledge 
God’s ownership is to let God tell 
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me how much will give to Him 
Any other system, be # what it 
may—any other plan is saying to 
God “It is mine and I will tell 
you how much I am going to give.” 


or a business building down town 
and I move into it, I recognize 
your ownership of that property 
by letting you set the rent and I 
pay it. Every time I pay my rent 
the first of the month it is a 
recognition and an acknowledge- 
ment that you are the rightful 
owner of the building. If I should 
move in and take charge of your 
business house or your residence 
and tell you that I will pay you 
so much rent, then I am a usurper 
and claim the right to go in on 
your property and dictate to you 
what I will pay. And I say to you 
this morning from the depths of 
my soul the more I think about 
the matter as taught in God’s 
Word of my stewardship and God’s 
ownership, I repeat, there’s but 
one way a Christian can acknowl- 
edge God's ownership, and that is 
to let God tell him how much he 
shall return to Him. I will go 
a step further and tell you that 
you will search this Book in vain 
to find any other proportion \that 
God has ever said that His people 
shall return to Him except the 
tithe. If you refuse that, then 
you cannot find a system or any 
basis upon which you can acknow]- 
edge God’s ownership—search all 
you will. God has said the tithe 
of all a man’s increase belongs to 
God and is holy unto the Lord and 
shall be brought into the store- 
house of God; thereby acknowledg- 
ing God’s ownership and man’s 
stewardship of it. Now there is 
only one group that will criticize 
such preaching as this and that 
is the group who refuse to tithe. 


We Are God’s First Because 
of Preservation 

God has first claim upon us not 
only because He created us, but 
because our very lives, the breath 
we breathe, the food we eat, the 
sustenance that keeps us _ alive, 
the heart beat that keeps the 
blood coursing through the veins— 
the very life that is within us is 
maintained and supplied by the 
God who created us. Like Daniel 
said to Belshazzar—‘The sin, Bel- 
shazzar, of which you are guilty 
first of all is not the sin of de- 
bauchery, drunkenness and revelry 
that you have been committing all 
these days, but the primary sin 
of which you are guilty and for 
which the judgment of God has 
come upon you and for which you 
have been weighed and found 
wanting is that the God in whose 
hand thy breath is thou hast not 

rified.’ In other words, the 
fact that the very breath he 
breathed was in God’s hand, and 
that all his ways were in God’s 
keeping was sufficient reason why 
he should glorify God. For the 
same reason we should recognize 
God's claim upon us. 

We Are His by Right of 

Redemption , 

But we are His by a greater 
right than that. We are His by 
right of redemption. Oh God 
when I think of those words of 
holy writ—“You are not your own; 
you have been bought with a price; 
therefore glorify.God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are 
God’s.” I belong to God by right 
of redemption. Certainly none 
could possibly hold a greater right 
to a priority Clair upon all that 
we have.” 

I wish you would take a little 
journey with me this morning into 
the garden of Gethsemane. See 
under an olive tree that prostrate

that cry, “Father, if it be possible 


22,/ let this cup pass from me. Being 


in agony he prayed more earnestly: 
and his sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling down to 
the ground.” Then see Him reach 
for that cup and say, “Not my 
will, but thine be 
it to his lips and drinks it to the 
dregs. It was necessary that an 
angel from God come to stand by 
Him and strengthen Him lest He

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die before He reached the cross. 


Then hear God say, “You are not 
your own; you have been bought 
with a price.” Then follow Him 
into Pilate’s judgment hall and 
there see them as they crown Him 
with a crown of thorns; see the 
blood streaming down His blessed 
face while they cover His face 
with their spittle, buffeting Hire 
with their hands. They put a 
mock scepter, a reed, in His hand 
and a purple robe on His body and 
expose Him to their ridicule and 
shame, and heap all the insults 
they can upon Him. God is say- 
ing, “You are not your own, you 
have been bought with a price.” 
Then see Him as they strip His 
body bare tying His hands to His 
feet and a Roman scourge tears 
its way into His back. “Surely 
he hath.-born our griefs; and car- 
ried our sorrows. He was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes 
we are healed.” If you will listen 
there you will hear the blood like 
the patter of rain from off the 
roof of the house as it falls on 
the marble floor of that judgment 
hall—drip, drip, drip from the back 
of the Son of God. By those 
stripes we are healed. We are 
not our own; we have been bought 
with a price and we belong to God. 
Therefore we are under obligation 
to glorify God in our body, soul 
and spirit, for they are His, and 
He has the right to- first claim. 
Follow Him then as He staggers 
underneath the weight of the cross 
and see them strip His body naked 
and expose Him to all the shame 
and insult and disgrace they heap 
on Him. But my Bible says, ‘He 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame—cast it aside as nothing— 
for the joy that was set before 
him’—the joy of redeeming my 
soul and your soul from sin. As 
He. bleeds His life away the sun 
went out at noonday, and the mid- 
night darkness of hell settled 
around the cross; God turns away 
and abandons Christ and He dies 
alone and dips His soul into Hell; 
and we hear the cries of a dying 
soul that is being made an offering 
for sin—a soul in travail, in such 
travail that this old earth rocked 
and reeled like a drunk man, and 
the rocks were rent from the sides 
of the mountains and tumbled 
down into the valleys below, as 


pitiation for our sin. In the dark- 
ness of that awful hour Christ 
cries out, “My God, My God, why 
hast thou forsaken me” as He 
bows His head and gives up the 
ghost. “You are not your own, 
you are bought with a price,” and 
O what’a price! It’s the price of 
the soul of the Son of God as “He 
was made to be sin that I might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in Him.” I say to you that if the 
milk of human gratitude has not 
dried up in a soul, that ought to 
break any heart; that ought to 
cause any redeemed soul to say, 
“Lord all that I have is at your 
command—my life, my soul, my 
time, my money, my all is yours. 
I will not quibble with you: it is 
yours and you tell me what you 
want me to do, and I will be found 
trying to the best of my ability 
to do it.” God’s claim upon us 
has priority; His claim comes first 


Throughout the Scriptures this 
claim is seen. Listen to it in the 
Word of God. “He that loveth 
father or mother more than me 
is not worthy of me: and he that 
loveth son or daughter more than 
me is not worthy of me. And he 
that taketh not his cross, and fol- 
loweth after me, is not worthy of 
me” (Matt. 10:37, 38). Listen 
again in Luke 9:57-62, “And it 
came to pass, that as they went 
cin the way, a certain man said 
unto him, Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. And 
Jesus said unto him, Foxes have 
holes, and birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay his head. And 
he said unto another, Follow me. 
But he said, Lord, suffer me first 
to go and bury my father. Jesus 
said unto him, Let the dead bury 
their dead: but go thou and preach

the plough, and looking back, is

Listen again in the fourteenth 
chapter of Luke. “If any man 
come to me, and hate not his 
father, and mother, and wife, and 
children, and brethren, and sisters, 
yea and his own life also, he can- 
not be my disciple. And whoso- 
ever doth not bear his cross, and 
come after me, cannot be my dis- 
ciple . . . So likewise, whosoever 
the be of you that forsaketh not 
all that he hath, he cannot be my 
disciple.” What is God saying? 
That is God’s way of saying that 
God is going to be first or He is 
not going to be at all. He is going 
to have first place or no place at 
all. Heis not going to share honors 
with the devil in human lives. 
God’s Claim Extends to Every 
Phase of Our Lives — 

Jesus said, ‘You are my friends 
if you do what I command you.’ 
If we refuse to do it, then we are 
rebels against Him and not His 
friends. Hear me!, this matter of 
priority is not just to Satisfy a 
whim of God’s. It must be re- 
quired if a man is to make a full 
committal of his life to the will 
of God. There cannot be divided 
affections. ‘No man can serve two 
masters: for he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon.” 

This matter of priority touches 


man at every vital point of his. 


life. God told His people from 
the beginning to bring the first- 
born child. Why did God ask for 
the first instead of the second or 
last born? The second might have 
been more capable and more use- 
ful to the Lord than the first. So 
why would God specify the first- 
born? It is simply this: it starts 
the establishment of the family 
definitely on the side of God. If 
the mother and father bring the 
firts-born and dedicate it to God, 
they are more likely to dedicate 
themselves, the home and the suc- 
ceeding children to the Lord than 
they would be if they waited until 
the second or third child came into 
the home. It is God’s call to put 
God first in the home; it is God's 
way of saying, “I want the home 
from the parents to the last child.” 

Then God said, “Bring the first- 
lings of your flock—the first-born 
of all the cattle and beasts is 
mine.” Why the first-born among 
the cattle and beasts? Every 
stock raiser knows that the first- 
born of any mother animal is 
likely not to be the best that a 
mother will produce. The first- 
born calf, sheep or colt is more 


born later. Then why does God 
say bring the first-born? It. is 
because God wants that stock 
raiser more than He wants the 
stock. He wants that stock raiser 
to put God first and recognize 
God’s claim before his own. 

God commanded to bring the 
first-fruits saying, “Thou shalt not 
delay to offer the first of thy ripe 
fruits. Now every farmer knows 
that the first ripe fruit is not as 
good as that which ripens later on. 
Why didn’t God say bring that 
which ripens later? It was be- 
cause God wants that farmer to 
put God first. He wants the 


to recognize that if it were not for 
God, there would be no increase, 
nor harvest, nor ripe fruit. He 
wants them to know that God's 
claim comes first. , 

God wants first place in our 
affections.

He is 
teaching His people that God’s 
claim is first even over that of a 
starving child; and teaching this 
other lesson, that if you put God’s 
claim first, just like He multiplied 
the meal in the barrel and the oil 
in the ecruse for the widow, He 
will take care of the hungry 
mouths in your home. “All of 
these things,” said Paul, “hap- 
pened to them for an example 
unto us.” Acknowledge God first: 
seek the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness first—recognize His 
claim first, and God Almighty that 
has redeemed us from our sins 
has said, “All these (other) things 
shall be added unto you.” 
Put God first in your life; put 
God first with your time; put God 
first with your possessions; put 
God first in all your interests, 
literally God first. For God said, 
for us to bring all the first-fruits 
of our increase. Listen to it, 
“Honour the Lord with thy sub- 
stance, and with the first fruits of 
all thine increase.” God said to 
bring it on the first day of the 
week because the first day is the 
Lord’s Day—the best day of all— 
the day set apart and named the 
Lord’s Day. What did God say 
He will do when I come to the 
Lord’s house with the first-fruits 
of our increase to honor Him? 


“So shall thy. barns be filled with - 


plenty and thy presses shall burst 
out with new wine”... “All these 
things shall be added unto you.” 

Let me read from a modern 
translation of the New Testament 
2 Cor. 9:6-12. “Mark this; he who 
sows sparingly will also reap spar- 
ingly; and he who sows bountifully 
will also reap bountifully. ‘But let 
each give according to the purpose 
of his heart; not grudgingly or 
under compulsion. It is a cheerful 
giver that God loves. And God 
is able to give you an overflowing 


measure of every grace, so that - 


all your wants of every kind may 
be supplied at all times, and you 
may give of your abundance to 
every good work; As it is written: 
He scattered broadcast; He gave 
to the poor; His giving continues 
forever. He who ever supplies 
seed to the sower, and bread for 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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the food of man, will supply and 
make plenteous your seed, and in- 
crease the harvest springing up 
from your giving. You yourselves 
will be enriched with all good 
things, that you may give ungrudg- 
ingly; and your gifts, of which I 
am the agent, will make men give 
thanks to God.” That is the 
promise of the Lord in the New 
Testament to His people. The 
same Lord who said in the Old 
Testament, “Bring the whole tithe 
into my storehouse and prove me 
now herewith ... if I will not 
open you the windows of heaven 
and pour you out a blessing that 
there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.” The same Lord who 
said during His earthly ministry, 
“Give; and it shall be given unto 
you; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over.” The same Lord who told 
‘us not to worry about anything— 
food or clothing—but put God first, 
recognize the priority of God’s 
claims and “all these things shall 
be added unto you.” 

I saw a most impressive example 


of what I have been saying yester- 
day m a home where there has 
been a long spell of illness. The 
man said to me, “I am faced with 
a hospital bill of over eight hun- 
dred dollars.” We prayed together, 
and when I got up to leave he 
brought out a little brief case and 
said, “Brother Hankins, I will not 
get to be at church tomorrow, but 
here’s some of God’s tithe. I wish 
you would take it to the Lord’s 
house for me in the morning.” 
He took $22.75 out of that little 
black purse hid down in that brief 
case and gave it to me to bring 
this morning. That is exactly like 
it ought to be. Oh the blessed 
promises that God made to those 
who will do it! Beloved, upon the 
authority of God’s eternal, inspired 
Word, I bring you God’s promise 
that if -you will put God first, 
recognize His claim first. He will 
supply all of these other things— 
you can count on Him for any- 
thing else you will ever need. Oh 
God, give us faith to believe and 
practice it in our lives.

angry with the’ unconverted, 
angry with those who are not 
born again. 

I want you to notice three rea- 
sons why God is angry, as illus- 
trated by the Scripture I have 
just read. In the same chapter 
the Lord says, “Hear this word, 
ye kine of Bashan, that are in the 
mountain of Samaria, which op- 
press the poor, which crush the 
needy, which say to their masters, 
Bring, and let us drink. The Lord 


. God hath sworn by his holiness, 


that, lo, the days shall come upon 
you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity 
with fishhooks.” The Scripture is 
saying, ‘God has sworn He is go- 
ing to take you into captivity be- 
cause of your wickedness. You 
oppress the poor, and crush the 
needy. The servants say to their 
masters, “Bring to us and let us 
drink.” ’. He goes on to say, with 
sarcasm, ‘Come to Bethel, and 
transgress. _ At 
transgression. Bring your sacri- 
fices every morning, and your 
tithes after“three years.’ Bethel 
is where the altar was, and He is 
saying, ‘You come up here to sin.’ 

The idea is, the Jewish altar 
was to have a sacrifice every 
morning, and they were to bring 
The first- 
lings of every flock, and the first- 
fruits of the field—the firstfruits 
of every harvest were to be 
brought to God. But they dallied 
along, and instead of bringing the 
firstfruits to God they would bring 
their tithes to God, maybe after 
three years of waiting. The Scrip- 
ture says, “And offer a sacrifice 
of thanksgiving with leaveén 
(which was against the rule—they 
were to be withou: leaven), and 
proclaim and publish the free 
offerings: for this liketh you, O 
ye children of Israel, saith the 
Lord God.” The Lord is saying, 
‘If you ever give God anything,

you are so good, and tell every- 
body about it. You brag about 
it. That is like you.’ 
1. God Is Angry With Uncon- 
verted Church Goers 

God is angry with people who 
have a form of religion that 
doesn’t please Him, who have re- 
ligious exercises and services that 
do not indicate a changed heart 
and forgiveness of sin and being 
born again. God is angry with 
those who have a form of religion, 
but are not converted and do not 


in choirs, and God is angry every 
day with them because they are 
not converted. You may be active 
in Sunday School work, or you 
may bake pies and cakes for the 
church suppers, and yet God may 
look down upon you with grief 
in His heart as His holy anger 
burns hot against you because you 
are not prepared to meet God! 
There are men who put in a nig- 
gardly dollar or two, to keep the 
church going—do you think God 
is broke? Do you think God is 
poor? God looks down in your 
heart and at your blaspheming 
tongue, and knows you are not 
really converted, knows you do 
not love Him, though you go 
through the outward ceremonies. 
God is angry with the pretense 
of religion. God is angry with a 
half-hearted religion. He is angry 
with all the people who are church 
members, or people who put in 
their tithes, or are confirmed, but 
who have never been converted 
and are not prepared to meet God. 
Then prepare to meet God, the 
Scripture says. 
2. God Is Angry With the 
Unthankful 

Again, God is angry because of 
His mercies that are unappreci- 
ated. He said, ‘You have had so 
many good things, and lots of 
people have had war and trouble. 
In one town it rained, and in an- 
other town it did not. And you 
people who were in the town 
where it rained were not grateful 
at all. One part of the country 
had a good crop, and another did 


not; and you people who had a 


you publish it abroad. You think good crop did not care about it. 
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serve Him. How many people sing-

You were not grateful in your 


hearts.’ 

How many of you who are lis- 
tening to me today know that 
God has been good to you. How 
many of you have a kind, good 
wife who loves you and has been 
good to you. God sent to your 
home little babies, dear little ones. 
And the clutches of those little 
fingers on your hand were meant 
to lead you to God! Every day 
you have had food, and com- 
fort, and rest. You have had pro- 
tection from the weather. You 
have had clothes and fuel. How 
good God has been! And you do 
not thank Him. . You have no 
gratitude to God. His mercies, un- 
appreciated, bring the anger of 
God. You had better “prepare to 
meet thy God.” 


3. God Is Angry Over Unheeded 
Warnings 

Another. thing that brings the 
wrath of God is warnings un- 
heeded. God is angry with people 
who will not heed His warnings. 
He said, ‘Your young men have I 
slain with the sword, and yet 
have ye not returned unto me. 
Some of your people have been 
killed by the pestilence, and yet 
have you not returned unto me.’ 

God has been dealing with 
America in judgment. I know 
that God surely will help us to 
come out in this war, because we 
are on the right side. I know God 
is going to give us victory, and 
that is well and good. But did you 
ever think that God has some 
meaning for you, individually, in 
it? Some of you have a boy over- 
seas, and yet even now you never 
have a family altar. Some of you 
men are like a man I met two 
years ago in the Gospel Taber- 
nacle in Chicago. It was the first 
Sunday night of the new year. He 
held up his. hand for prayer, and 
when I talked to him he said, 
“Preacher, I have just learned two 
‘weeks ago that my boy has gone 
to North Africa in that invasion. 
I started out to pray to God to 
keep my only boy. But I am not 
fit to pray!/ I need someone to 
pray for me! I cannot pray—God 
will not hear me. I try to pray 
for my boy and I am not saved 
myself!” 

Well, that man learned his les- 
son. Many of you have not. Some 
of you have a boy overseas, and 
you go on with your drinking, 
cursing, blaspheming, and god- 
lessness. Dany of you mothers 
weep over your boys, but you 
have not repented and turned to 
God. I say, God is angry over 
mercies unappreciated, and warn- 
ings unheeded. You have not lis- 
tened to the call of God. You have 
not listened to the Bible any 
more in wartime than you did in 
peacetime. If God spared you, 
then you did not hear. If God 
punished you, still you did not re- 
pent. So God says, “Prepare to 
meet thy God.” Prepare to meet 
thy God, because He is angry. 


Ii Therefore Prepare 

‘Then I call your attention to 
the second thought here: prepare 
for thé second coming of Jesus, 
prepare for death, and prepare for 
coming judgment. 

1. For Christ’s Coming 

You say, “Brother Rice, do you 
believe Jesus is coming?” I say 
frankly, 1 know He is coming, 
though I do not know when. I do 
not know that it will be today. I 
do not know that it will not be 
today. He said, “In such an hour 
as ye think not, the Son of man 
cometh” (Matthew 24:44). The 
Scripture also says that we are to 
for we know 
neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” 
(Matthew 25:13). Jesus _ said, 
“What I say unto you I say unto 
all, Watch.” (Mark 13:37). He 
said it would be as sudden as a 


left out. So sudden will the coming 
of the Saviour be. I do not know 
when, whether this week or next 
week, this year or next year—or in 
ten years. I cannot tell you when 
Jesus will come. But you need to 
be ready, for He may come at any 
moment. Prepare to meet thy 
God, Oh, with what trembling 
lips and with what tear-stained 
faces and with what hearts beat- 
ing with terror will the uncon- 
verted man, woman or child face 
the Lord Jesus when He comes! 
2. Prepare to Die 

Then, you need preparation for 
death. Are you ready to die? 
“Oh,” someone says, “I don’t like 
deathbed tales in the pulpit.” I 
know, I have heard that until I 
am tired of it. You do not like 
deathbed tales in the pulpit; you 
will not like one in your own bed- 
room, either; but you are going to 
have it. And you are playing the 
fool exceedingly if you do not turn 
and get ready to meet God. Pre- 
pare to meet God! In Hebrews 
9:27, the Scriptures says, “And it 
is appointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judgment.” 
Appointed to die! Appointed to die. 

You say, “Well, I don’t think 
I'll die soon.” No, I know you do 
not. But you may. 

Suppose there are 700,000 peo- 
ple listening to this broadcast to- 
day. I do not..know—there are 
probably more than that. But 
suppose there are 700,000 people 
listening. In seventy years all of 
you will be dead. Very few of you 
will be over eighty years old when 
you die. Seventy years! That will 
mean that 10,000 of you listening 
to me this morning will die in a 
year’s time. Tomorrow when you 
listen in, you can remember that 
some thirty, or forty, or fifty peo- 
ple have died who heard this 
broadcast. Why, in a few short 
weeks hundreds will have died. 
Every day a certain number will 
die who heard me this morning. 
I warn you to prepare to meet 
God. Prepare to meet 
Death is coming! With some it 
will come today. Every hour be- 


tween now and tomorrow some- 


body will die who heard this 
broadcast. Death, oh, death! Pre- 
pare to meet death! For God is 
going to call you to meet Him. 
3. Prepare for Judgment 

You must prepare for the judg- 
ment. God is going to open up 
the record books one ‘day. The 
books will be opened and you will 
be judged out of those things 
written in the books, if you are 
unconverted. (Rev. 20:11-15) What 
are you going to do?

Now, how can you prepare to 
meet God? ” briefly give you a 
word or two. 

First of all, it must be a heart 
preparation. I am not talking 
about going to church more, giv- 
ing more money, getting baptized, 
or being confirmed. Those things 
are all right in their places, but 
they do not make you ready to

must be a heart preparation. 

How can you prepare to meet 
God? You must repent of your 
sins. God never is on the side of 
any kind of Christianity, any kind 
of religion which does not mean a 
heart that turns honestly in con 
fession and forsaking of sin. We 
call that repentance—not just 
feeling sorry for sin, but a. heart 
turning away from sin the best 
you know. I am not talking about 
how good you are. None of us 
are good. But in our hearts we 
can hate our sins and can turn 
our hearts away from our sins and 
be against our sins. If you do not 
do that you are going to Hell, 
Remember Jesus said, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish,” in Luke chapter 13, verse 3. In 
verse 5 He said it again, “Except 
ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” So it is repent or perish. 
To get ready to meet God means 
that you must turn your heart 
from your sins and admit to God 
that you need forgiveness and sal- 
vation. 

And second, it must also mean 
trusting Jesus for salvation, He 
died for you. He said, “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). He died to save 
you, wants to save you, will save 
you the moment you trust Him. 
“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life” (John 3:36). 
No one ever honestly risked Jesus 
for salvation who did not get it. 
Will you depend upon Him and 
trust Him? Will you turn to Him 
now for salvation? Oh, if you will, 
write and let us know.

Many 
young people have yielded to 
Christ and in the Saturday Youth 
service some sixty of them prom- 
ised to go “all out” for Jesus and 
to give up the world and make 
whatever sacrifices were neces- 
sary to that end,
